A mo- 
tion was fore new trial on the ground of error 
in the charge of the Court to the jury, and al+o, oa 
the ground that the verdict waséecidedly and strongly 
against the weight of the evidence, The Court 
granted a new trial in the case on the last ground, as 
setforth in its jadgment; whereupon the propounders 
excepted. The Oourt charged the jary, that * the 
Supreme Court held, in this case, that there is no 
question as to the general rule. that on the death of 
tne witnesses or failure of their memory, the proof of 
the fact of execution, begets a picsumption that al) 
the details or théYfact wers such as the law requires, 
and the cavea.ors request..sue, therefor, to 
charge that the failure Imgst have been on 
account of death, or defect of memory. If the case 
required, I would say that if the failare of the witness 
es w prove the jegal execation of the papers for other 
causes than memory, or death, the presumption would 
arise, but the Supreme Ceart apply the general rale to 
this case, and to the facts, ao far as this point is con.

How true these words applied to the Con- 
script Fathers of the Roman Senate then, 
and to the preetorian hands who came after 
them. And how true they applied to the
